capitalism has evolved have 

outgrown the limits of na- 
tion and state. The national state, 
the present political form, is too 
narrow for the exploitation of 
these productive forces. The na- 
tural tendency of our ecenomic 
system, therefore, is to seek to 
break through the state boundaries. 
The whole globe, the land and the 
sea, the surface as well as the in- 
terior, has become one ecenomic 
workshop, the different parts of 
which are inseparably connected 
with each other. This work was 
accomplished by capitalism. But 
in accomplishing it the capitalist 
states were led to struggle for the 
subjection of th eworld-embracing 
economic system to the profit in- 
terests of the bourbeoise of each 
country. What the politics of im- 
perialism has demonstrated more 
than anything else is that the old 
national state that was created in 
the revolution and the wars of 
1789-1815, 1848-1859, 1864-1866 
and 1870 has outlived itself, and is 
now an intolerable. hindrance to 
economic development. 

The present war is at bottom a 
revolt of the forces of production 
against the political form of nation 
and state. .It. means the collapse 
of the national states as an inde- 
pendent economic unity, 

The nation must continue to 
exist as a cultural, ideologic and 
psychological fact, but its economic 
foundation has been pulled from 
under its feet. All talk of the pres- 
ent bloody clash being a work of 
national defense is either hypocrisy 
or blindness. On the contrary, the 
real, objective significance: of the 
war is the breakdown of the pres- 
ent national ecenomic centers, and the substi- 
tution of a world ecenomy in its stead. But 
the way the Governments propose to solve this 
problem of imperialism is not through the in- 
telligent, organized co-operation of all of hu- 
manity’s producers, but through the exploi- 
tation of the world’s ecenomic system by the 
capitalist class of the victorious country: 
which country is by this war to be trans- 
formed from a great power into the world 
power. 

The war proclaims the downfall of the na- 
tional state. Yet at the same time it proclaims 
the downfall of the capitalist system of econ- 
omy. By means of the national state capital- 
ism has revolutionized the whole economic 
system of the world. It has divided the whole 
earth among the oligarchies of the great Pow- 
ers, around which were grouped the satellites, 
the small nations, who lived off the rivalry 
between the great ones. The future develop- 
ment of world economy on the capitalistic 
basis means a ceaseless struggle for new and 
ever new fields of capitalist exploitation, 
which must be obtained from one and the 
same source, the earth. The economic rivalry 
under the banner of militarism is accom- 
panied by robbery and destruction which vio- 
late the elementary principles of human econ- 
omy. World production revolts not only 
against the confusion produced by national 
and state divisions, but also against the cap- 
italist economic organization, which has now 
turned into barbarous disorganization and 
chaos. 


More Prodigious Cataclysm 
Yet to Come, He Asserts 
The War of 1914 is the most colossal break- 
down in history of an economic system de- 
stroyed by its own inherent contradictions. 
All the historical forces whose task it has 
been to guide the bourgeois society, to speak 
in its name and-to exploit it, have declared

their historical bankruptcy by the war. They 
defended capitalism as a system of human 
civilization, and the catastrophe born out of 
that system is primarily their catastrophe. 
The first wave of events raised the nation- 
al Governments and armies to unpreceden- 
ted heights never attained before. For the 
moment the nations rallied around them. But 
the more terrible will be the crash of the 
Governments when the people, deafened by 
the thunder of the cannon, realize the mean- 
ing of the events now taking place in all 
their truth and frightfulness. 

The revolutionary reaction of the masses 
will be all the more powerful the more pro- 
digious the cataclysm which history is’ now 
bringing upon them. 

Capitalism has created the material condi- 
tious of a new Socialist economic system. 
Imperialism has led the capitalist nations 
into historic chaos. The War of 1914 shows 
the way out of this chaos by violently urg- 
ing proletariat on to the path of Revolu- 
tion. 


Imperialism Has Upset 
the European Status Quo 
For the revolutionary backward countries 
of Europe the war brings to the fore problems 
of a far more recent historic origin—-problems 
of democracy and national unity. This is in 
a large measure the case with the peoples of 
Russia, Austria-Hungary and the Balkan 
Peninsula. But these historically belated ques- 
tions, which were bequeathed 4o the present 
epoch as a heritage from the past, do not alter 
the fundamental character of the events. It 
is not the national aspirations of the Serbs, 
Poles, Rumanians or Finns that has mobi- 
lized 25,000,000 soldiers and placed them in the 
battlefields, but the imperialistic interests cf 
the bourgeoisie of the Great Powers. It is 
imperialism that has upset completely the Eu- 
ropean status quo maintained for 4 


: years, and raised again the old 
questions which the bourgeois revo- 
lution proved itself powerless to 
solve. 

Yet in the present epoch it is 
quite impossible to treat these 
questions in and by themselves. 

They are utterly devoid of an in- 
dependent character. The creation 
of normal relations of national life 
and economic development on the 
Balkan Peninsula is unthinkable if 
Czarism and Austria-Hungary are 
preserved. Czarism is now the in- 
dispensable military reservoir for 
the financial imperialism of France 
and the conservative colonial 
power of England. Austria-Hun- 
gary is the mainstay of Germany's 
imperialism. 


Iseuing from the private family 
between the national Servian ter- 
rorists and the Hapsburg politi- 
cal police, the war very quickly 
revealed its true fundamental 
character—a struggle of life and 
death between Germany and En- 
gland. While the simpletons and 
hypocrites prate of the defense of 
national freedom and indepen- 
dence, the German-English war 
is really being waged for the 
freedom of the imperialistic ex- 
ploitation of the peoples of India 
and Egypt on the one hand and 
for the imperialistic division of 
the peoples of the earth on the 
, oo other. 

Germany began its capitalistic 
development on a national basis 
with the destruction of the conti- 
nental hegemony of France in the 

year 1870-1871. Now that the de- 
velopment of German industry on 
a national foundation has trans- 
formed Germany into the first capi- 
talistic Power of the world, she 
finds herself colliding with the hegemony of 
England in her further course of development, 
The complete and unlimited domination of the 
European continent seems to Germany the in- 
dispensable prerequisite of the overthrow of 
her world enemy. The first thing, therefore, 
that imperialistic Germany writes in her pro- 
gramme is the creation of a Middle European 
League of Nations. Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary, the Balkan Peninsula and Turkey. Hol- 
land, the Scandinavian countries, Switzer- 
land, Italy, and if possible, enfeebled France 
and Spain and Portugal, areto make one eco- 
nomic and military whole, a Great Germany 
under the hegemony of the present German 
state. 

Proletariat to Evolve 


United States of the World 
This programme which has been thorough- 


ly elaborated by the economists, political 
students, jurists and diplomats of German 
imperialism and translated into reality by 
its strategists, is the most striking proof 
and most eloquent expression of the fact 
that capitalism has expanded beyond the 


limits of the national state and feels intol- 


erably cramped within its boundaries. The 
national Great Power must go and in Its 
place must step the imperialistic World 
Power. 

In these historical circumstances the work- 
ing clags, the proletariat, can have no interest 
in defending the outlived and antiquated na- 
tional “fatherland,” which has become the 
main obstacle to economic development. The 
task of the proletariat is to create a far more 
powerful fatherland, with far greater power of 
resistance—the republican United States of 
Europe, as the foundation of the United States 
of the World.

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THE FOOD AND FUEL CRISIS. 
The extreme cold, coupled with the increasing 
need of our associates in war for wheat and meat, 
‘emphasizes the pressing necessity of food and fuel 
conservation. 
In the matter of fuel, in view of the severity 
of the winter, the necessity of saving is impera- 
tive. It will not serve to argue that there is 
plenty of coal at the mines and that efficient 
speed in mining and transportation will supply 
the shortage. The shortage is here and must be 
met by economy until efficiency at the mines and 
in transportation affords an ample supply. 
The fuel administration is at work on the trans- 
portation and mining problems, but meanwhile the 
critical situation must be handled by conserva- 
tion, by actual economy on the part of corpora- 
tions and individuals using coal. 
What economy may do is suggested in the 
World’s Work by Thomas R. Shipp, who refers 
to statistics offered by the Fuel Administration. 
It is shown that the saving of one shovelful of 
coal in the stoves during the year and one shovel- 
ful of coal in the furnaces during six months of 
the year would save 40,000,000 tons of coal a year, 
nearly enough to make up the year’s shortage of 
50,000,000 tons. 
The use of coal oil stoves and fireless cookers 
will go far to relieve the pressure of coal short- 
age. Concentration and moderation of heat in 
buildings and homes would help. We are given 
to overheating and waste enormous fuel materials 
through smoking chimneys. 

In the matter of food conservation, Mr. Hoover 
has issued an earnest plea for greater saving in 
the foods required to maintain the health, 
strength and morale of the armies and the peo- 
ples who are doing the fighting for us on the 
fronts. Our associates have called for from 75,- 
000,000 to 90,000,000 bushels of wheat and for in- 
creased meat supplies. 3 

We have saved over 25,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
We can save all our European associates need 
without affecting our own health, strength or 
comfort. We must save beef, pork, wheat and 
sugar, but we have excellent substitutes for them. 
We could almost live without them by reason of 
our many healthful substitutes which are excellent 
foods alone or in combination with these foods. 
We can spare a large percentage of our usual con- 
sumption of beef, pork and sugar, without suf- 
fering even discomfort. We can save enormous 
quantities by eliminating waste. 

Shall we not do this voluntarily and cheer- 
fully? | 

We do not want rations and rigid regulations. 
The Food Administrator does not want to apply 
force. He asks for co-operation. As intelligent 
people, knowing the need and having opportunity 
to learn the best methods of conservation, we can 
accomplish more by voluntary co-operation than 
by enforced regulations. 

Every individual, every family, every caterer 
and every dealer ought, at least, to conform to 
the suggestions of the Food and Fuel Administra- 
tion. Every citizen should be a voluntary, active 
member in the administration. This is the least 
that citizens should do to serve the country in 
this crisis. 
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ALIEN VOTER SLACKERS. 


Draft boards in Nebraska have started a move- 
ment to call a special session of the Assembly to 
revise the voting laws. Their request is that 
“first papers” citizens be prohibited from voting. 
The reason is that the draft questionnaire has re- 
vealed hundreds of young men, recently from 
countries now allied with the Central Powers, 
who are seeking exemption from army service as 
“enemy aliens.” 

The Exemption Board officials say that as 
many as 900 of the men in the dual. classification 
of voters and enemy aliens have been found in 
some of the Western counties and that this ele- 
ment is strong enough to swing an election in the 
State. The Exemption Board members regard 
this condition as a menace. 

Nebraska gave the voting privilege many years 
ago to foreigners who had obtained their first 
papers, when this element was sought to settle 
the country. As the privilege has not been 
abused, it was never revoked. For a few years 
prior to the outbreak of the war there had been 
much settlement in that State of Austrians and 
Germans, especially the former. These men ob- 
tained first papers at the earliest opportunity. 
Now they are taking advantage of their lack 
of second papers, but are giving no indication of 
their intent to forego their voting privilege. 
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KENTUCKY AS DRY LEADER. 


Many persons will see irony in the fact that 
the Kentucky Assembly will be one of the first 
to consider the national prohibition amendment. 
And those who oppose the adoption of the 
amendment will be pleased that the prohibition- 
ists of that State are unable to agree on their 
method of going about the great undertaking. 
The question with the prohibitionists in Ken- 
tucky is, shall they adopt the national amend- 
ment at once or shall they make the State dry 
first? The drys appears not to be much troubled 
about their ability to do either, or both, but they 
admit there is a possibility of embarrassment if 
they should adopt the national amendment by a 
mere majority vote in the Assembly and then fail 
to submit to their own people a State amendment 
by a three-fifths vote of the same body. 
Although the Assembly met last week, there is 
no clearly defined status on the two propositions. 
It is admitted that some of the State-wide drys 
are not nation-wide drys; also that some persons 
who are wet as to State issues are dry as to the 
national issue. Local politics and prejudices are 
going to be counted in voting. 

Gov, Stanley has come out strongly, according

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ARMY POLICE WOMEN. 

Kansas club women and suffrage leaders are 
holding conferences with a view to asking Con- 
gress to authorize a women’s police department 
for the United States army. They assert that 
women, properly commissioned in the military 
and assigned to police duty, would supply the one 
touch required toward making the conditions 
around the camps ideal. They would have this 
special police force accompany the forces abroad. 
This plan has been undertaken under the lead- 
ership of Mrs. Cora G. Lewis, who was for four 
years a member of the Kansas State Board of Ad- 
ministration, which has oversight of all of the 
Kansas State schools. She quotes reports on the 
work of policewomen in the various cities where 
women have been so engaged. She declares that 
everywlfere women have shown themselves to be 
valuable aids to men in the fight against drink 
and vice. 
Mrs. Lewis also says that the attitude of the 
army heads has changed materially as to ‘‘neces- 
sary conditions’ about army camps and her plan 
is to help the army chiefs carry out their new 
ideal. 


ONE AT A TIME. 
Considering the nature of Gen. Pershing’s er- 
rand in France, it must be said that the Prohibi- 
tionists who take exceptions to his wine-and-beer 
order are going a long way from home to make 
trouble. The laws of the United States are power- 
ful in this country, but nobody has yet found a 
way to enforce them in Europe. 
It happens that the American army in France 
is not charged with the duty of redeeming the 
people of that republic from the soul-destroying 
evils of light wines and beers. To enforce pro- 
hibition in our camps it will be necessary to con- 
vert the French and persuade them to revise their 
customs and laws, c.nd that might take more time 
than will be required to overthrow Prussianism. 
In all missionary enterpriseS success depends 
upon singleness of purpose. We are carrying the 
gospel of democracy on our bayonets. There are 
many other worthy causes, but for the moment 
this is paramount. Even a professional Prohi- 
bitionist ought to be willing to accept the theory 
that if we cannot have universal perfection at 
once, it may be a good idea to move steadily to- 
ward that goal by destroying one demon at a 
time.

Thus far one’s idea of the best exercise to in- 
sure a ripe old age is a congressional fist fight. 
These little affairs merely serve to stimulate 
healthful circulation and perhaps stir up a torpid 
liver or two. Nobody ever gets hurt. When an 
ink bottle is hurled the aim is bad and it only 
means a little extra work for the janitor. There 
isn’t a chance for even the peacemakers to lose 
a little cuticle, because when one gentleman ad- 
vances in a belligerent manner towards an equal- 
ly fiery adversary, they are usually so far apart 
that nobody gets out of breath hastening between 
them.

HE battle of the Somme 
T was still raging. I had

in this year of our Lord 
1917. 

“Mon Dieu! Que vou- 
lez vous?” exclaimed 
the Countess one day 
last April, shortly be- 
fore America entered 
the war. “Servia con- 
spired against us. She 
approved, even if she 
did not instigate the 
Serajevo murders. How 
could we possibly sub- 
mit to the state-inspired 
assassination of our 
Archduke and  Duch- 
ess?” 

“The Serajevo mur- 
ders were abominable,” 
said I, “but even so, 
they cannot have been 
the cause of the war. 
Has not the Italian 
Prime Minister told the 
world that Austria 
urged Italy in 1913 to 
join with her in a war 
on Servia? That was a 


cellor in his Reichstag speech as the pre- 
cipitating cause of the declaration of war 
on France, with Bismarck’s forged tele- 
gram from Ems, which was given to the 
German people as the cause for beginning 
the war_.on France in 1870. 

The most:famous forgery in history was 
the falsification of the Ems telegram. Bis- 
marck had dragooned Prince Leopold of 
Hohenzollern into accepting, against his 
will, the offer of the kingship of Spain. 
But the French Government intervened 
and declared the project inadmissible. 

The King of Prussia and the Frengh Am- 
bassador, Beneditti, held an amicable in- 
terview on the subject at Ems. France re- 
quested a written apology and a promise 
that the candidature would never be re- 
sumed. The King refused. Bismarck pub- 
lished a telegram to himself in Berlin by 
omitting parts of which he made it appear 
that France had affronted Prussia in the 
abruptness of the demand. He was well 
aware that Prussia would not go to war to 
place a Hohenzollern on the Spanish 
throne, but that it would begin hostilities 
against France if an insult were fabricated. 

The war followed, the requisite furor 
Teutonicus (German hatred) being duly 
aroused. 


announced that on that 
day, a little before noon, 
in violation of the 
rights of nations, 
French aviators had 
dropped bombs upon 
the peaceful city of 
Nuremberg. This state- 
ment aroused German 
hatred of France, as 
was intended, and 
caused the German peo- 
ple to approve the next 
step, viz.: the Kaiser's 
instructions to Baron 
Schoen, his Ambassa- 
dor at Paris, to demand

In response to Austria’s demand of August, 
1913, that Italy join with her in an attack upon 
Servia, Prime Minister Giolitti said: 

“Tf you attack Servia, it is evident that the 
casus foederis will cease to exist. The war will 
be solely for your benefit, for it is not a question 
of defense. No one is thinking of attacking 
Austria.”’ 

This response, and this alone, caused Austria to 
defer until 1914 the wanton attack upon Servia 
which she first planned to make in 1913. The con- 
clusion to be drawn from this now known and un- 
disputed fact would seem obvious, but finding that 
it meant nothing to even so bright a mind as 
that of the Countess P., I said: 

“Well, you are right. I see now that the war ‘

A noted 
German author, Prof. Schwalbe, wishing to write 
a history of the origin of the war, with charac- 
teristic German thoroughness, started at the be- 
ginning, i. e., at Nuremberg. And Prof Schwalbe’s 
chagrin was as great as his surprise when he 
learned that no French bombs were dropped on 
Nuremberg, or anywhere in Germany, on Aug. 2, 
1914, or on any other day prior to the declaration 
of war!

| City Itself Denies the Story. 


So embarrassing was Historian Schwalbe’s in- 
vestigation, in order that his researches might 
cease and the subject be dropped, he was told the 
truth. On April 3, 1916, the municipal authori- 
ties of Nuremberg stated in writing that the 
Commandant of the Third Bavarian Army Corps 
(who was in charge at Nuremberg) knew noth- 
ing of the French bombs and that the reports on 
that subject were not founded on fact!

and a Sergeant bending over me—a delicious 
drink. of Bass’ ale, tien the whispered word, 
“Chloroform;” something like a gas helmet being 
placed over my nose and mouth—a couple of 
long, indrawn, gasping breaths, a rumbling in my 
ears; then the skyline of New York suddenly ap- 
peared. This was quickly followed by the Statue 
of Liberty shaking hands with the Singer Build- 
ing; a rushing, hissing sound in by ears, like es- 
caping steam, and then—blackness. 

I opened my eyes. I was lying on a stretcher, 
covered with blankets, in a low-roofed, wooden 
building. Across the way from me was a long 
row of stretchers, each stretcher holding a wound 
ed Tommy, some lying flat, others propped up 
by folded blankets. Others were sitting on their 
stretchers tenderly caressing an arm bound up 
with white bandages. 

Occasionally a stretcher reclining on which was 
a muddy and bloody soldier would be carried 
down the aisle by two stretcher bearers. This } 
stretcher would be placed in an open space in the 
row opposite. 


Hand Seemed to Be in Vise. 


I could hear a hum of conversation all about 
me, and as my brain cleared, snatches sal it be- 
came intelligible. 

My right hand ‘seemed to be is a vise. I could 
not release it. Squirming in bed, which sent a 
sharp, shooting pain through my left shoulder, 
I tried with my unbandaged eye to see what was 
holding my wrist.

Dr. Mossinsohn is a Russian by 
birth. He was educated in Switzer- 
land and went to Palestine in 1907 
as one of the founders of the He- 
brew Gymnasium which, he told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, was the only 
school in the world devoted exclu- 
sively to Biblical Hebrew culture. He 
gave some interesting information on 
the progress of the Zionist movement 
up to the time the war broke out.

NEW BASIS OF PAY 
FOR LOCAL DRAtT 
BOARDS ADOPTED 


Members Will Split 30 Cents 


for Each Man Finally 
Classified. 


‘WASHINGTON, Jan 12 (By A. P.) 


—Extravagant expense bills filed by 
many members of local boards for 


their services in classifying regis- 


trants has led Provist Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder to accept the recom- 


mendation of board members and 


‘others connected with the adminis- 


tration of the selective araft to place 


the salary feature of the classifica- 


tion system on a cost basis. 
In a telegram sent today to all 


State Governors, Gen. Crowder pro-~- 


mulgates new regulations, approved 
ty President Wilson, under which 
the boards hereafter will receive an 
aggregate of 30 cents remuneration 
for each man finally classified, ex- 
clusive of compensation for clerks 
or examining physicians who are not 
members of the board. Under the 
old rules the boards were allowed a 
maximum of $150 a month for each 
member, exclusive of clerical help. 


Extravagant Expense Estimates. 

While many board members have 
renewed their offers of gratuituous 
services and others have held their 
expense accounts down, Gen. Crow- 
der said in his telegram, “a con- 
siderable number, regardless of the 


size of registration in their respec- 


tive jurisdiction, have made their es- 
timates on so extravagant a scale 
that the total cost could not be paid 


out of any appropriation which Con- 
gress would be willing to make or 


‘which the people of the nation would 


approve.”’ 


‘Under the new regulations ex- 
penses already allowed board mem- 
bers “will be considered to have 


been based upon the provisions of 
this regulation, and any and all fur- 
ther payments shall be computed ac- 
cordingly.” 


The boards, by unanimous vote, 


will distribute the 30 cents allow- 
aice per man among their members 
as they desire, provided that no | 
Wmember shall receive more than 15. 
cents and no two members more 
than 25 cents.

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16 NULLED AND 100 
HURT BY TORNADOES 


Many Cities and Towns in South 
Isolated by Snow and 
Sleet. Storm. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 12 (By A. P.). 
—With the entire South in the grip 
of its worst snow and sleet storm of 
the winter today, early reports 
showed that tornadoes which swept 
through Eastern Alabama and Cen- 
tral Georgia had taken a toll of 16 
lives and injured more than 100 per- 
sons. Wire communication over 4 
great area was paralyzed, scores of 
small towns in the interior being iso- 
lated, while Savannah, Charleston, 
yest ne: and other cities along 
the South Atlantic coast were cut 
off from outside communication. 
The cold wave that extended as far 
south as Florida was preceded by an 
unusually low barometric pressure, 
28.98 being registered at Knoxville 
yesterday, while thunderstorms and 
lightning, accompanied a heavy 
snowfall at Asheville, N. C. 

It was thought today that sleet 
and high winds were the chief causes 
of the isolation of most of the towns 
and that little or no damage had re- 
sulted in the larger cities along the 
South Atlantic coast. 


The cold wave combined with a 
virtual fuel famine in nearly every 
section of the country was expected 
to add greatiy to suffering already 
reported.

The 80 grade schools here will be 
closed all of next week and possibly 
longer, due to a shortage of coal, it 
was announced, following a meeting 
of the Board of Education. Twenty- 
eight Catholic parochial schools also 
will be closed. 

It has been decided to ask all 
churches in the city not to hold serv- 


iees tomorrow night in order to help 
conserve the city’s coal supply. The 
smaller grocery stores in the city 
will be asked not to open tomorrow. 

Municipal trucks here were 
pressed into the service of delivering 
coal to the poor. Natural gas fail- 
ures were reported from many 
Southwestern cities. ‘

‘“Now ta word about advertise 
ments. Through the agency of news- 
‘papers and periodicals of large cir- 
culation there came nation-wide ad- 
vertising. National industries were 
created in different parts of the 
country making known the quality of 
their products to the whole country. 
Commodities of all sections:were ex- 
changed and profitable free trade was 
vigorously promoted. 

“These industries and their adver- 
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tisements were tremendous factors in| 
the growth of industry and com- 
merce, the increase of comfort and 
the diffusion of prosperity. 

“Advertisements supplied the 
money for the vast improvement in 
the equipment and contents of the 
press. They made for better and 
cheaper newspapers, better and 
cheaper periodicals. 

“The success of the Government's 
campaigns for projects necessary to 
the winning of/the war was achieved 
through advertisements, appeals, ar- 
guments reaching the people through 
the agency of widely circulated news- 
papers, periodicals and magazines 
How could the effective national 
campaigns for the Liberty Loans, 
conservation, thrift stamps, the draft 
and other war plans have been car- 
ried on without these agencies? The 
Government depends on them for 
popular support and co-operation. 

Would Destroy Beneficent Work. 

“Now all this is to be changed. We 
are to reverse the rule of public serv- 
ice in the postal system; we are to 
destroy the conditions which have 
created national intelligence, national 
unity of thought and purpose. We 
are to return to localism, provincial- 
ism and sectionalism. 

“The postal zone system, provided 
by law at the late session of Con- 
gress, places prohibitive rates on the 
wide circylation of newspapers, pe- 
riodicals and other literature of a 
similar class sent through the mails. 

“Under the zone system the circu- 
lation of newspapers and periodicals 

‘will be practically limited to a small 
-radius around the localities in which 
they are printed. It will be limited 
to sections. 

“The system is based, in my opin- 
ion, upon a profound misconception 
of the function of the postal service. 
It is based upon the theory that it is 
a money-making business, instead of 
a public utility designed at least cost 
to serve the people and contribute to 
their convenience and welfare. The 
fundamental idea ofthe postal serv- 
ice as a cheap public agency to dis- 
tribute information for the cultiva- 
tion of public intelligence and’sound 
public sentiment is abandoned. 

| “A special ben is placed upon ad- 
vertisements and journalists and ad- 
vertisers may say with Shylock, ‘You 
take my life when you do take the 
means by which I live.’ ( 
Other Sources of Revenue. 

“The Government needs money 
for the efficient prosecution of -the 
war, but it can get it without de- 
stroying the agencies of civilization. 
Tax the profits of the newspapers all 
they will bear; tax the profits of ad- 
vertisers and advertising agencies; 
tax the publishers; tax authors; tax 
the incomes of business managers 
and editors, but do not tax press dis- 
tribution, do not destroy the press’ 
means of life and modes of useful- 
ness. 

“We have a gigantit task, but , 
thank God, we are equal to it. We 
shal achieve it; we are willing to 

ifice our fortunes and lives to its 
achievement, but let us not sacrifice 
the things that have created the 
heart and soul of this great republic, 
that have given us as a nation the 
common vision, the common purpose 
and the dommon will to'stand for de-

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OLD LAW SUIT DECIBED IN 
FAVOR OF THE POST-DISPATCH 


Suit for $80,000 on News Report Had 


Been in Courts Since A |

The $80,000 libel suit of William: 
F, Davidson against the Post-Dis- 


patch, which has been on trial ing 


the United’ States District Court 
since Monday, was decided Thursday 
afternoon in favor of the Post-Dis- 
patch, when tHe jury-returned a 
unanimous verdict for the defendant. 

The case had been .pending in the 
courts since 1909. It was tried twice 
in the Circuit Court of Jackson Coun- 
ty at Kansas City, when the plaintiff 
at one time obtained a verdict which 
the State Supreme Court gubsequent- 
ly reversed on the ground _ that 


Post-Dispatch in Jackson County. 

The plaintiff then dismissed that 
action and filed a new Suit jn the 
United States Court at St. Louis. 

The suit arose.out of the action of 
Sheriff H. N. Graves of Macon Coun- 
ty, Mo., in arresting William F. Da- 
videon at Hobart, Ok., on the charge 
that he was Frank Drinkard, an ex- 
Confederate soldier, who’ had been 
convicted of murder committed In 
Macon County in 1879, and who had 
after his conviction broken jail and 
escaped. After arresting Davidson 
at Hobart, the Sheriff released him 
and afterwards gave Davidson a let- 
ter stating that he had been mistak- 
en in arresting him. 

This arrest of Davidson on the 
charge of being Drinkard attracted 
wide public attention because of the'| 
fact that Drfinkard was a prominent 
ex-Confederate soldier who had many 
friends in Central Missouri, The 
Post-Dispatch published accounts of 
the arrest at the time it occurred 
and also subsequent articles covering 
the later developments. Plaintiff. 
then sued, claiming that these vari- 
ous articles were so written as to 
make it appear that Davidson réally 
was Drinkard, the éscaped fugitive 
from justice, 

The Post-Dispatch claimed that 
the articles it published fairly repre- 
sented the facts and developments in 
the case as they occurred, and that 
it had the right to publish the fact 
that a citizen had been arrested by 
an officer of the law, and also the 
charge upon which the arrest had 
been made and the  ciftcumstances 
connected with the arrest and that 
this was all it had published about 
Davidson. 

_ Judge Pollock, in his charge to the 
jury, declared it to Be thé law that 
& newspaper had the right to publish 
the fact of a man's arrest and also | 
the charge made against him, and 
that the issue in this case for the 
jury waa whether the Post-Dispatch 
had published thosé facts fairly or 
had so colored the facts and circum- 


stances reported as te make it ap- 
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pear to the ordinary reader that Da- 
vidson was really Drinkard. 
Plaintiff was represented by Jadge 
Frank Sebree, attorney for the 
Kansas City Journal, and P. T. Mad- 
den, also of the Kansas City bar, and 
Lon O. Hocker of St. Louis. The de- 
fendant was represented by Fred- 
erick N. Judson and John F. Green. 
Glen C. Hill was foreman of the jury.

Invitations to Be Sent to 6000 
Dealers in St. Louis Territory 
—Remodeling and Cleaning 
Exhibit Building. 


Rapid progress in the cleaning and 
remodeling of the Exhibit Building, 
formerly the Southern Hotel, is being 
made by the contractors, so as_ to 
have it ready for the opening of the 
automobile show, Monday night, Feb. 


18. 

The bulldine was leased for 19 
years by the Exhibit company, 1955 
Railway Exchange. This company is 
preparing to let a number of conces- 
sions, not only for the automobile 
show, but of a permanent character, 
for a restaurant, at the former Faust 
location, for heavy and light refresh- 
ments, confectionery, cigars, news and 
a flower stand. 

After the autemodile show, the 
Turkish baths, barber shop and check 
room are to be leased and opened. The 
name “Exhibit Bullding” has been 
adopted by the leasing company, and 
will hereafter be used to the exclusion 
of all other terms for the historic ho- 
tel building. 

Monday morning the water wil] be 
turned on in the building, and by 
noon Monday the boilers wil be heat- 
ied and steam distributed through the 
building, so that workmen can begin 
tearing out the partitions which must 
be removed and widening a’ number 
of the doors so as to admit automo- 
bileg in the various exhibit rooms.

It is en- 
tirely possible that no exhibitor will 
be given room for more than three 
cars. 

The Show Committee wants to take 
care of not only the members of the 
St. Louls Automobile Manufacturers’

| bers, and will do so in some way. 
( The committee has not yet been 
able to decide where the accessory 
spaces will be located. They will 
either be in the east and west corri- 
dors of the second floor, or else on the 
third floor, with elevator service to 
them.

“farm-to-table’ motor, truck service 
is getting enthusiastic reception from 
farmers along the routes, according 
to department officials; commenting 
on the plan to put the farm products 
at the disposal of city homes.

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POSSIBLE TROUBLES 
WITH THE HEADLIGHTS 


With traffic officials scrutinizing 
the lighting system of every automo- 
bile these days, it is well for the 
motorist to give a little attention to 
that part of his car’s electrical sys- 
tem, which makes night driving pos- 
sible under any conditions, says A. 
C. Wilson of the Wilson Motor Car 
Co., St. Louis distributers for the 
Haynes Automobile Co. 

According to Mr. Wilson there are 
three situations which may lead to 
an ineffective lighting arrangement, 


any one of which the man who drives. 


his own car may remedy himself. 
Briefly stated they are: Headlights 
in poor focus; reduced reflection, and 
failure of bulbs to burn. 

“If your headlights burn brightly, 
but fail to illuminate the road, it is 
an indication that the lamps are not 
properly focused,” says Mr. Wilson. 
“This may eps 
placing the car about 50 feet from 
the side of a building and adjust- 
ing the headlights until the bright 
spot from each bulb is slightly more 
than three feet in diameter and the 
two illuminated areas almost touch. 
The lower edge of each circle of light 
should be about 18 inches from the 
ground. 

‘Reduced reflection results chief- 
ly from tarnished spots and dust on 
the polished silver reflecting sur- 
fees. A chamois soaked in alcohol 
wad then dipped in dry powdered 
rouge should be used on tarnished 
areas. Great care must be taken. 
so that no grit will scratch the re- 
flector. 

“The failure of headlight bulbs to 
ourn may be traced to defective 
oulbs, poor connections, short cir- 
cuits or ‘grounds’ in the lighting sys- 
tem. If one light goes out, the bulbs 
should be interchanged and this will 
indicate whether the trouble is in 
the bulb or the wiring. When lights 
fail to burn with the electric starter 
working and the automatic circuit 
preaker closed, the cause is com- 
monly an open circuit, due either to 
a break in the wiring or a poor con- 
nection in the socket at the back of 
the headlight. If one light burns 
more brightly than the other when 
the dimming switch is used, a 
‘ground’ or short circuit is usually

Miss Detroit Set Record. 


This year a second Miss Detroit 


came out and beat Miss Minneapolis, 
made a new Gold Challenge Cup raee 
record and broke the mile recorg with 
a speed of 61.72 miles an hour. 

By this time it looked as if Chris 
Smith had all the speed records on 
water tucked away. His 250 horse 
power engine fliers had easily whip- 
ped all contenders. Jack Beebe had 
appeared again with Whfip-po’Will 
Jr., which had breken down and failed 
miserably. There wasn’t a real rival 
in sight.

GREATEST AMERICAN GENERALS 


FINE.—Great ‘Union Generals: 
| Thomas, the one General of the Civil 
War who was never beaten atid 
whose plans never miscarried, the 
“Rock of Chickamauga;” Grant, 
Sherman, Sheridan. Great Confed- 
.erate Generals: Lee, Jackson, John- 
ston. The greatest American Gen- 
eral of cavalry, and the most ig- 
norant, was Nathan Bedford For- 
fest, upon whose head Gen, Shgr- 
man set a price, saying he must be 
killed if it cost 10,000 lives and 
break the treasury. George Arm- 
strong Custer, grandson of a Hes- 
sian officer of the revolution, was 
perhaps the greatest of the Union 
cavalry leaders and to him much 
of the fame of that other famous 
cavalryman, Philip Henry Sheri. 
dan, was due. Hugh Judson Kil- 
patrick won a splendid reputation 
as a@ daring and brilliant cavalry 
officer. Joseph Wheeler fought the 
most desperate cavalry battle of 
the Civil War and at other times 
did great service for the Confeder- 
acy. In the Spanish War he dis- 
tinguished himself as a successful 
General of his united country. James 
Elwell Brown Stuart became famous 
as a cavalry leader of the Confed- 
eracy. The trouble Stuart made for 
McClellan can hardly be estimated. 
Gen. George Stoneman was a brave 
and capable cavalry leader of tha 
Union army, but was so unfortunate 
ag to be taken prisoner, a fate, how- 
ever, Which was that of a great 
cavalry raider of the Confederacy, 
John Hunt Morgan.. James H. Wil- 
son was one of the most gallanr 
and dashing cavalry leaders pro- 
duced on the Union side during the 
war. We find this statement: “It 
ig not true that Gen. Forrest was 
“an ignorant man, never to his dy- 
ing day able to reae@ or write.” On 
the other hand, he was a man of 
extraordinary ability and the pos- 
sessor of a great deal of solid wis- 
dom. The poverty of his parents 
prevented him from obtaining an 
early education, but {n mature life 
he learned to read and write.” 
Owen Wister writes: “We have not 
produced a Napoleon, and military 
talents of greater brillfancy than 
Grant’s fought on both sides. Pure- 
ly as Captains, Lee, Jackson, Sher- 
man and Thomas, if not others, are 
likely to stand higher; while Sheri- 
dan, during his brief opportunity, 
proved such a thunderbolt that, did 
history know men by their promise 
instead of by their fruits, he might 
outshine the whole company, and 
rank with Charles of Sweden or 
Conde. Yet Grant sits above and 
apart.” Noted Generals of the 
Revolution: Washington, Gates, 
Greene, Putnam, Marien, Wayne, 
Allen.

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—The bill introduced 
into thé House yesterday dealing with bus!- 
j ness in cotton futures, evidently served to 
unsettle and confuse sentiment in the cotton 
market today.

N the days before the war, fiction readers 
were regaled, not always to their convic- 
tion, with stories of beautiful women—it 
was the fashion then to give them Rus- 
sian nationality—who imgratiated them- 
selves with susceptible officers of other 
countries and wielded their wiles in or- 

der to extract tnilitary information from their in- 
fatuated dupes. “Thrilling but improbable,” we 
used to say regarding these political sirens, being 
then unenlightened by the Prussian system as to 
the depths to which secret agents would be willing 
to stoop. 

Now, according to information gathered and 
made public by Government officials, the United 
States has made its first acquaintance with the 
continental woman spy in the fascinating person of 
the “Baroness” Iona Wilhelmina Sutton Zollner, who 
has been..arrested and ordered held without bond in 
the jail at Chattanooga, on a charge of espionage, the 
penalty for which may be death. Although her present 
husband is a commoner, she still uses the title con- 
ferred on her by a previous marriage, with Baron Kurt 
von Loeffelholz Kolberg, whom she divorced several 
years ago. 

It is an amazing narrative told by United States Dis- 
trict Attorney-General W. T. Kennerly, who was in 


charge of the case and who conducted the sensational 


preliminary hearing after which the Baroness was 
committed to a cell. In the first place, according to 
Kennerly, her husband is Capt. William M. Zollner, a 
Bavarian attached to the staff of Prince Ruprecht on 
the western front. She admits having communicated 
with him many times, by tetter and cable, through a 
woman intermediary, Mrs. Paul Turstig of Arnheim, 
Holland. 


In the second place, there was found in her posses- 
sion a secret code by means of which Lieut. John W. 
Spaulding, a young officer in the United States Army, 
had promised, says Kennerly, to inform her of the time 
and place of his sailing for Europe. It can be imagined 
with what interest the German general staff would read 
precise information as to the sailing of an American 
troop transport, and how quickly the word would go to 
submarine commanders to sink her with all on board. 


Lieut. Spaulding was found hiding under the woman's 
bed in a hotel room in Chattanooga on the day of her 
arrest. He is under military confinement at Fort 
Ogiethorpe, and faces a courtmartial. The Baroness 
protested that their relations had been proper, but ad- 
mitted having paid his hotel bills and railroad fare on 
several trips together. She said they planned to marry 
as soon as she could divorce Capt. Zoliner. She caused 
a divorce suit to be filed against him in New York a few 
days after her apprehension, the ground being deser- 
tion. She alleges that Capt. Zollmer was arrested in 
England as an alien enemy at the beginning of the war, 
and obtained his release on his word of honor as an 
officer and a gentleman not to take up arms against 
England during the hostilities. At the first oppor- 
tunity, she relatea, he ebtained forged passports, made 
his way to a neutral country, and joined the German 
army. 

Not less startling was the revelation that for some 
time the Baroness kept a boarding house within haif 
a block of the gate of the Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
which was frequented by naval officers and students, 
and by the women relatives who visited them at Anna- 
polis. And even more staggering is the fact that her 
son by her first marriage, Beresford Shope, 16 years 
old, is a student at the Naval Academy. * While there, 
it is said, she made no secret of the fact that her hus- 
band was an officer in the German army, and at times, 
though representing herself as an American citizen,

born in New York, did not hesitate to express pro-Ger- 
man sentiments. . 

For instance, it was learned that’at a tea given in 
Annapolis, at a time when feeling was white-hot over 
the sinking of the Lusitania and other outrages, the 
Baroness took occasion to voice her disapproval of 
“the meddling attitude” of the United States. There- 
upon a cup of hot tea was thrown full in her face by 
Mrs. H. E. Harrell. The incident caused considerable 
scandal at the time. 

The Baroness is.described as being about 44 years 
old, but tall and striking in appearance, with a mass of 
auburn hair. Lieut. Spalding is 22 years old. He was 
a student at the Naval Academy for two and half years, 
but was asked to resign in February, 1917, because of 
debts he had contracted. He roomed at the Baroness 
Zollner’s lodging house, paying no board, it is stated. 
At the outbreak of the war she urged him to apply for 
a commission in the army, and aided in tutoring him 
for the examinations. He received a commission as 
Second Lieutenant, and was assigned to Fort Leaven- 
worth. The following sketch of the alleged spy’s ca- 
reer, obtained from her own admissions and from in- 
vestigation by Government agents, is supplied by Dis- 
trict Attorney Kennerly. 

She was born, according to her statement, in New 
York, the daughter of a man named Pickhardt, who 
was of German birth, but who, she declared, became a 
naturalized American citizen. She could not furnish in- 
formation as to when and where the naturalization 
papers were obtained. 


Her first husband was Charles W. Shope, a New York 
wine merchant. He died in 1902, leaving her with two 
sons. Some months later she went abroad, and resided 
in London, Paris, Berlin, Cologne, Franafort-am-Main, 
Naples, Rome and Singapore. In 1906 she was married 
to Baron von Kolberg, attached to the German Gen- 
eral Staff. They resided for two years in Berlin, where, 
according to the prisoner, she was presented to the 
Kaiser and Kaiserin at a court ball. On two occasions, 
she averred, nieces and nephews of the Kaiser, children 
of one of his sisters, were guests at birthday parties 
given for her children at the Von Kolberg residence. 


In 1907, she continued, at about the time when the 
visit of Prince Henry of Prussia was being used in an 
attempt to revive the loyalty of German-Americans to 
the fatherland, she came to the United States on the 
same ship which bore Adjutant-General A. Von Loven- 
feldt and a party of German officials, who were invited 
by Andrew Carnegie to attend .the dedication of the 
Carnegie Institute of Technology at Pittsburg. 

The Baroness admits having revised and edited the 
speeches which Von Lovenfeldt was to make in this 
country, telling him they were too ornate and flowery 
for American taste. She stated that she rendered simi- 
lar aid to him during three months in the United 
States, and returned to Germany with him on the same 
ship. Two years later, she said, she obtained a divorce

When war 
was declared between Germany and France, 
Zollner was on a ship in the Mediterranean. He 
landed in London a day after England declared 
war on Germany, and was promptly imprisoned _ 
in the internment camp at Dorchester. The ~— 
Baroness says she implored the aid of English — 
officers of her acquaintance—among whom she- ~~ 
names Major-General Sir Alfred Turner—and =~ 
obtained her husband’s release, after he gave © 
bis parole not to serve in the German army 
during the war. His wife gave a similar pledge 
on his behalf, she says. 


Soon afterward they sailed in the steerage — 
for New York, where Zollner, obtaining stolen 
or forged passports representing him as an 
American citizen, returned to Germany and to 
the army. His wife learned through a cousin 
in New York, she says, of the underground rail- 
way by means of which she could communicate 
with Zollner through Mrs. Turstig in Holland. - 

The British Government seized the rubber — 
plantation at Singapore as well as other prop- 
erty in London. His wife at once filed her first suit 
to divorce Zollner, explaining that she hoped as an 
American citizen to obtain the restoration of the prop- 
erty through diplomatic channels. The suit was not 
pressed, and she filed a second one after her arrest. 


Regarding her acquaintance with Lieut. Spaulding, ~~ 
Kennerly says that after he was asked to resign from 
the Naval Academy, he did not return to his home in 
New Mexico, but stayed around Annapolis, and ob- 
tained a room at the lodging house kept by Baroness 
Zollner. Her guests consisted mostly of the mothers 
and sisters of midshipmen who visited them at the 
academy, and the wives and daughters of naval of- 
ficers. She told Kennerly, he states, that wherever she 
had been in the last 15 years her purpose was to form 3 
intimate acquaintance with high naval and military of- —_—~ 
ficers, and members of their families. Among her 
guests at Annapolis, she said, were the wives of two 
Admirals. 

Last April, according to Kennerly, she and Spaulding

August they spent a month at Atlantic City, she also 
defraying the expenses. In the latter part of August 
and the first part of September, they were at the Con- | 
gress Hotel in Washington, near the Capitol grounds = =~ 
and the offi > building of the House of Representa- at 
tives, The Baroness again paid the’ bills.

He in return gave her a letter, said Kennerly, stating ~~ 
that on two or three occasions she had been charged 
with being a German spy, but that the aecusation was 
false. She was a patriotic American citizen, the letter 
deciared. It was signed by Spaulding with his name 
and his rank in the army. 


“Spaulding also gave her a secret code,” continued 
Kennerly, “which was to be used by him in reporting to 
her at what time and from what port he would sail for 
France. This code was found among her papers, when 
she was arrested. It was all against the most stringent 
military regulations, which prohibit officers from giv- 
ing out military information even to their own fami- 
lies.

Keyes testified that an hour later Miss Varney tele- 
phoned to him, and that at 1 p. m. he met her in 
Roston Common and took her to lunch. 

The defense opened its case by presenting a noted 
handwriting expert, William E. Hingston of Boston, 
who caused a sensation by swearing that the handwrit-

He had tried to convince her, she said; that he was 
still undivorced, and she was amazed to discover that 
he had not only been freed from his first marriage 
but had secretly contracted a second. She had an 
impulse, she said, to call upon Mrs. Pauline Keyes and 


tell her the entire story, but failed to find her at 
home. 


Miss Varney denied purchasing a revolver at the 
Providence shop, and said that the merchant’s iden- 
tification of her was preposterous. She was on duty 
in a hospital at the hour and day named, she asserted. 

The trial came to a sudden and startling end after 
Miss Varney had been cross-examined for only a short 
time. Prosecutor Katzmann called the attorneys for 
the defense aside and said that new evidence had come 
to his ears which he thought it his duty to put at their 
disposal. 

A name was called and a Boston pawnbroker 
teok the stand. By means of a number entered in 
one of his record books, the same number as that of the 
revolver which killed Mrs. Keyes, he identified the 
weapon as one he had sold about a year ago to a man. 
He was certain he could identify the man. Then In- 
spector Walker A. Smith of the Boston police force 
was sworn. He deposed that he was in the pawnshop 
at the time the revolver was sold, and took such par- 
ticular notice of the purchaser that he was certain he 
could identify him. Asked if the man was then in 
the courtroom, both witnesses replied in the affirma- 
tive, and pointed out the same man. 


He was Harold Jackson, a clerk in Keyes’ real estate 
office and his close personal friend. Keyes was re- 
called to the stand. He said he had often pledged 
property at the pawnbroker’s shop, buf denied knowl- 
edge of the revolver. Jackson also swore that the 
pawnbroker and the inspector were mistaken in their 
identification.

It was in her own handwriting, with- 
out possibility of doubt. It does not, a closer reading 
shows, specifically state that she was about to take 
her own life, but that is obviously the first meaning 
one would get from reading it. If she was murdered, 
as the medical authorities are satisfied, why should she 
have written a suicide note? | 

Three theories are advanced for what they are 
worth. The first is that the murderer, at revolver 
point, dictated it to her and compelled her to write 
and sign it before killing her. The objection is that 
most women would be more likely to drop in a faint 
under such a menace instead of being able to write 4 
legible message. The second is that the note was 
written some days earlier, Mrs. Keyes having discov- 
red her husband's relations with Miss Varney; that it 
was preserved instead of being destroyed; that she 
became reconciled with her husband; and that the mis- 
sive was resurrected by the murderer to give the crime 
the seeming of suicide. 

Still another suggeetion is that Mrs. Keyes, having 
determined to die, lacked the resolution to carry out 
the sentence upon herself and procured someone else 
to do the deed, which was accomplished after she had 
written the farewell note. the motive of which was pos- 


sibly to divert any suspicion that might fall upon her 
husband.

When 
last seen alive, on Wednesday, she 
was two blogks from bome. Her 

mutilated body was found on Saturday in a clump of 

brush. 

After four weeks’ work, local and county authori- 
ties were convinced that a negro was the guilty man, 
and an attempt even was made to lynch him, but pri- 


vate citizens were not satisfied and engaged the serv- © 


jces of Raymond C. Schindler, head of the Schindler 
National Detective Agency, New York. : 

Marie Smith was of a quiet nature, and would not 
talk to strangers, so it was assumed that she left the 
road with someone she knew. After several days, the 
agency had a list of 17 suspects, and the process of 
eliminating them, one by one, began. 

A short distance from her home, Marie passed the 
property of Max Krus’a, a florist. On the afterncon 
that the girl disappeared, Frank Heideman, the gar- 
dener. and a foreign servant were the only persons on 
the Kruska place. Efforts were made to get someone 
a positon with Kruska, so that Heideman could be 
watched. but they were unsuccessful. Heideman was 
a quiet. unassuming man, a hard worker, and spent 
most of his evenings”~at home, reading. There was 
absolutely no evidence to connect him with the crime, 
but he had been in the vicinity when the girl was last 
seen and was therefore ineinded in the list of suspects. 

Then was worked out the only feasible scheme by 
which Heideman could be tested. A dictograph had 
been placed in his room and the receiving end in «e 
shed on adjoining property.

Weeks went by, and despite every 
subterfuge, Heideman could not be 
tricked into talking of the murder. 
He was told that he talked in his 
sleep, but remained silent. Then ar- 
rangements were made with the ed- 
itor of a German paper to publish an 
article about the Asbury Park mur- 
der in which it was said that finger 
prints had been found which might 
have a bearing on the case and that 
the authorities were awaiting the re- 
turn of Heideman.

of reading the paper at the brea fast 
table, and when he saw this article P@pers « . 
Heideman became very much excited. 
“Carl” asked him why he did not return and clear him- 
self, but Heideman explained that he was a poor man, 
bad no relatives in this country, and that it was very 
easy to be falsely accused.

When waiting for the box to be returned the 
Italian stood between the wheels in such a position 
that when the horse started he was brushed by the 
He cursed and threw a stone at the buggy, 
whereupon “Carl” jumped out and engaged in a fist 
fight with him. The Italian drew a knife and was 
advancing upon “Carl” when the latter fired at him 
three times with a revolver. In falling, the Italian 
threw back his coat, displaying a large red stain on 
his shirt front. 

“Carl” hurriedly got into the buggy and drove away 
at breakneck speed. Within. four hours a newsboy 
passed the house where they were stopping, calling 
“Extra,” and on the front page was a three-column 
article giving all details of the ‘murder.’ This ’extra’”’ 
was issued with the connivance of the editor of the 
Yonkers Herald, and a dozen copies placed in the hands 
of the newsboy, who was an operative of the agency. 


The two men took the first train to Philadelphia.

the safe. Paul Townsend, a clerk, 
went forward to wait on the men. 
while Thomson and Edward Smith, 
another clerk, went on with their 
work. : 

Suddenly one of the men drew a 
revolver and leveled it at Town- 
send. The other covered Thom- 
son and Smith and the command 
“Hands up!”’ was given. 


Thomson made a move as if to 
grapple with the men and they be- 
gan firing. Thomson and Smith 
were killed instantly and Townsend 
was so badly wounded that he died 
three days later. The two men 
escaped, and, although rewards of 
$7000 were offered for them, they 
apparently had vanished for good 
and the murder was almost forgot- 
ten. 


But ‘the police of Grand Rapids 
were not idle. Early in 1914 De- 
tective John Halloran went to To- . 
ledo at the request of Chief of Po- 
lice Carr and mingled with the un- 
derworld in that city. He haunted 
“dives”’ and tough saloons. Ostensi- 
bly, he became a “stick-up guy.” 
He dressed the part, roughened his 
speech and carried the role nicely, 
meeting many habitues of the un- 
derworld. He hobnobbed with un- 
derworld women, “guns,” “dips” 
and ‘“prowlers.”’ 

One night a “banquet” was held in the rear of a cer- 
tain saloon. Thieves and their women were there. 
So was Halloran. He became chummy with one well- 
dressed individual who had two large diamonds. He 
admired the stones and flattered the owner and a 
proposition to buy one was made but turned down. 

“{ can't sell you these, but 1 know where you can 
get them,” the banqueter said. “I know two fellows, 
but there's blgod on them.” 

It was the information which Halloran had hoped 
acainst hope for months to hear. It was no easy task 
to worm it from the suspicious thief, but finally, on 
the promise that his name never would be revealed, 
he gave the names of “Chippy”’ Robinson and “Vopper” 
Lawrence. 

Tirelessly, and in more than a dozen states, Hallo- 
ran tracked his men. Lawrence he finally arrested in 
Covington, Ky., after the fugitive had engaged in a 
brawl. He kept on after Robinson and arrived in- 
Buffalo an hour after the quarty had left. He was 
apparentiv baffled here, and lost the scent, but he 
issued some circulars, and on June 19, 1914, after a 
fight in which a police inspector was killed, Robinson 
was captured in Boston. Before he could be brought 
to trial he killed himself in his cell. Lawrence was 
sentenced to serve seven and one-half years. 

Not the least interesting feature of this case is the 
fact that in a lonesome spot in Grand Rapids one night, 
Halloran and the man who had given him the tip in 
the Toledo dive had a meeting. The officer passed 
over to him $7000 in bills and the receipt for it, signed 
“The Guy,” is part of the records of the Treasurer of 
rrand Rapids. ‘ 
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“41S is the story of how one of the most mys- 
terious “poisoned pen” cases in the annals 
of American crime was solved after many 
months. - The discouragements were so many 

that at times it seemed that the mystery never would 
be cleared up, but the case finally was brought to a 
startling conclusion by means of a clew so slight that to 
a less persevering person it would not have been 
deemed worth while to follow up. In this case names 
are suppressed for obvious reasons, but the facts are 
vouched for. 

The wife of a wealthy lumberman in an Eastern 
state was the victim of a vicious anonymous letter 
writer. The letters were mostly of an endearing na- 
ture, asking for an appointment, and in addition to 
using the mails, the person employed the telephone. 
At length, the woman was on the verge of nervous 
prostration and she left town, but the letters followed 
her. At this point, the police having failed to run the 
writer down, her husband called in Edward H. Bryant 
of the Bryant Detective Service, Philadelphia. 

The letters were all in the same handwriting, and. 
apparently ‘there had been no attempt to disguise it. 
The stationery varied, always without water marks, 
but of good quality, and all letters had been mailed 
in the woman’s home town, in which there was but 
the one postoffice. 

Everyone who could possibly have known anything 
of the matter was examined and cross-examined—but 
without result. The family history was gone into, and 
every angle of possible enemies, rejected suitors and 
old sweethearts thoroughly covered. - The operative 
even visited the home towne of the man and his wife. 
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He used his left hand and the resulting char- 


acters were entirely unlike those 
in the letters. 


On the family’s staff of servants, all of whom, of 
course, were carefully examined, was Sam, a negro 
handy man, more than 50 years old, who had been in 
the family for many years. In addition to working for 
the family he had a position as janitor in a large 
building. 

An expert who examined the letters gave the opin- 
ion that they were written by a man of culture; an- 
other was equally positive that the writer was a man 
or a woman, probably the latter, who had had clerical 
experience. Shadows were placed on the servants, 
and they were closely watched when they deposited let- 
ters. A few persons closely allied to the family also 
were shadowed, but without result. 

After three months had elapsed the letter writer 
made his first slip. A missive was received~bearing 
the water mark “Vita Bond.’ Every printer in the 
city was visited, and while some of them had heard of 
“Vita Bond,” none had ever handled it. Search in 
surrounding towns was equally fruitless and Bryant 
then visited the manufacturers, but found that they 
had no records of shipment of that brand to the town 
in question,

did not reveal a single sale of the bond in the town, — 
but when an older book was inspected it showed a 
sale of the paper seven yveurs previously to a printer.

It's queer, the atmosphere here—in this house, in 
the streets, wherever one goes.

They talk in tremendous capitals about what they 
call the deutsche Standpunkt; and the deutsche Stand- 
punkt is the most wonderful thing you ever came 
across. Butter would melt in its mouth. It is too 
great and good, almost, they give one.to understand, 
jor a world so far behind in high qualities to appre- 
tiate. No other people has anythtmg approaching it. 
As far as I can make out, stripped of its decorations 
its main idea is what Germans do is right and what 
other people do is wrong. Even when it is exactly 
the same thing. And also, that wrong becomes right 
directly it has anything to do with Germans. Not with 
a German. The individual German can and does com- 
mit every sort of wrong, just as other individuals do in 
other countries, and he gets punished for them with 
tremendous harshness; Kloster says with unfairness. 
But directly he is in the plural and becomes Wir 
Deutschen, as they are forever saying, his crimes be- 
come virtues. As a body he purifies, he has a purging 
quality. Today they were saying at breakfast that if 
a crime is big enough, if it is on a grand scale, it 
leaves off being a crime, for then it is a success, and 
success is always virtue --that is, I gather, if it is a 
German success; if it is a French one-ét is an out- 
vage. You mustn’t rob a widow, for instance, they 
said, because that is stupid; the result is small and 
you may be found out and be cut by your friends. But 
you may rob a great many widows and it will be a 
suecessful business deal. No one will say anything, 
because you have been clever and successful. 

i know this view is not altogether unknown in other 
countries, but they don't hold it deliberately as a whole 
nation. Among other things that Hilda Seeberg’s 
father did which roused her unforgiveness was just 
this—to rob too few widows, come to grief over it, 
and go bankrupt for very little. She told me about 
it in an outburst of dark confidence. Just talking of 
it made her eyes black with anger. It Was se terrible, 
she said, to smash for a small amount—-such an over- 
whelming shame for the Seeberg family, whose pov- 
erty thus became apparent and unhidable. If one 
sinashes, she said, one does it for millions, otherwise 
one doesn’t smash. There is something so chic about 
millions, she said, that whether you make them or 
whether you lose them you are equally well thought 
of and renowned.

It was only that he was so very ordinary— 
a little man compact, apparently, of grossness, and 
the music he was making was so divine. It was that 
marvelous French and Russian stuff. 1 must play 
it to you, and play it to you, till you love it. It’s like 
nothing there has ever been. It is of an exquisite 
youth—untouched, fearless, quite heedless of tradition, 
going its own way straight through and over diffi- 
culties and prohibitions that for centuries have been 
supposed final.

The train going down was full of officers, and the) 
al! looked very smart and efficient and* satisfied with 
themselves and life. In my compartment they were 
talking together eagerly all the way, talking shop with 
unaffected appetite, as though shop were so interest- 
ing that even on Sundays they couldn't let it be, and 
poring together over maps. No trace of stolidity. 
Rut where is this stolidity one hag heard about? Com- 
pared to the Germans I've seen, it is we who are stolid; 
stolid and slow and bored. The last thing these people 
are is bored.
